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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claim amendment of claim 19, (amending "and" to "or") changes the scope of the claim thus raises new 
issues and would require further conslderaton and search. The amendment further presents additional clajm(20) without cancelling a 
corresponding number of finally rejected claims.

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive to 
overcome the rejection of the record. As set forth in the previous office action, claims 9 and 10 are product by process claims, which read 
on the product. The cited reference anticipates the claims because it disclose the claimed vector, a vector comprises a lox P site that 
cannot be recombined. Applicants' argument with regard to the mutant lox P sites which creates very low occurrence of the reverse 
reaction is not sufficient to overcome the 103 rejection because such limitation Is nowhere recited in any of the claims. If this is the 
unexpected result that distinguished the instant invention from the cited prior art, the claim would need to recite such limitation. 
Otherwise, the prior art can still render the claimed invention obvious even the initial reverse reaction is high. The argument regarding 
claim 19 is moot because it is based on amendment which will not be entered for reasons given above. Therefore, the claims stand 
rejected for same reasons discussed in the previous office action. 
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
